There are likewise pots and pans th a t can be used for several differ­ 
ent purposes. L arge cookers, for instance, which will cook a tongue or a 
'nam, or ears of corn, have inset pans to be used when cooking whole 
dinners. Pot roast, a lam b shoulder, or fricassee chicken go in tho 
bottom; vegetables, or a vegetable and a steam ed pudding, in the inset 
pans above'.

If you use an electric range, 
have tn|, cove utensils th a t cover the entire surfaces of the various sizes 
of e l e m e n t s . If they do not cover the elem ents you are w asting heat. Of 
com.-e ye i will always need one 01 more very small pans for m elting fa t 
and other small inha.
